quarters in Fort Worth : 
“ We want to publicly thank the 
farmers of Texas 011 behalf of the 
Farmers’ Union for taking little 
or 110 part in the Democratic Pro­ 
hibition Primary election, held 011 
February 14th and to urge the far­ 
mers and city business men 
to 
stand firm in their demands fftr 
a cessation of strife and to insist 
upon a business legislation during 
the next four years. 
“ The refusal of the men who 
plow' to recognize the primary re­ 
duces the State Convention, to be 
held in Fort Worth on February 
21st, to a gathering of city prohi­ 
bitionists, and while prohibition 
leaders from small towns may be 
in evidence, it will, in the main, 
be a body of city men dealing with 
city problems.
